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Wasuington, No7, 15.— The attitude 
of the administration to the subject of 
reciprocity with Canada ia disclosed by 
the foHowini; statement by the govern- 
ment: " Tlie task of the government 
would bo made easier if the statesmen 
in congresB would be controlled by the 
interest of the country at large, Some 
of them unfortunately conine their 
views to a particular concession to be 
obtained from a foreign country for a 
local interest and then desire our com- 
pensatory couceasion to be made, not by 
their own, but by some other locality. 
Tliey make of reciprocity a series of 
questions to be settled in the inter- 
eat of particular districts. We may 
be able to secure arnin^ioments which 
will add millions to our national export 
trade, and yet it might be defeated by 
a combination of a few minor local in- 
terests, not amoantini; to a million. Vet 
reciprocity means mutual concession; 
without this nothing can be accomplish- 
ed. We must give a market if we 
acquire one — not necesBarily a free 
market — but an acceBSible market. 
Take coal for an illustration. By giving 
access to the New England coast we 
might Kain access ())crhaps control) in 
the coal market of all central Canada — 
mutual advantauos by reason of ceo- 
graphical anil transport conditions. 
Would it be wise for coal producers to 
antagonize these natural conditions? It 
is the same with otlier articles of 
coinmerce where long water transporta- 
tion is balanced against shorter railway 
carriage. In some things we can acciuire 
an almost exclusive market, greatly in- 
creasing our exports, in exchange for a 
market open only to a competition of the 
other parties. So it ia with some phases 
of the questions of logs and coarse lum- 
ber against manufacturers of wood. 
Whenever we enlarge the market of 
manufactures we inevitably enlarge the 
market of our raw material from which 
they are made, antl this tends to in- 
creace the price paid to the original pro- 
ducer. Tlio advantages of increased 
trade are widely distributed."

MUST RENOUNCE THE SEALS. 

No Other Business Will Be Discussed With 
Canada Until She Does This. 

Washington, Nov. 15. — When the 
Behring eea meeting began at the state 
department to-day the delegates stated 
that there was every reason to believe 
that the linal stage would be reached be- 
fore night. The experts, it was reliably 
statetl, bad reaclieti a common ground of 
understanding aud woiiKl sign joint re- 
ports. With this in hand the diplomats 
planned to devote the afternoon to con- 
sidering a joint agreement between the 
United States and Great Britain for a 
cessation of pelagic sealing.

contention has already taken definite 
shape. 

It is understood tliat the proposition 
of the American representatives involves 
two features. First, that Canada, through 
the Imperial authorities, shall, consent 
to a stoppage of pelagic sealing for one 
year, and second, that uegotiationa be 
opened for a suspension of sealing for 
the time of one year. It is understood 
that the Canadian officials do not regard 
this proposition favorably. It ia said 
they would be glad to reach any basis of 
settlement by compromise or conces- 
sions, but view this proposition as one 
for absolute surrender on their part. 
From their standpoint the agreement to 
stop sealing one year and negotiate for 
stopping it longer would involve their 
giving something without any definite 
prospects of receiving benefit for benefit. 

Whether this shall develop a critical 
issue when the diplomats get together 
cannot be foretold. Each side insist on 
their respective contentions, and both 
are earnestly hopeful of a solution. From 
the American standpoint the failure of 
the negotiations would affect not only 
the sealinc (jiiestion between Great Brit- 
ain, Canada and the United States, but 
would compUcate the recent treaty be- 
tween Russia, Japan and the United 
States. 

The delegates to the Behring sea meet- 
ing had confidently expected to bring 
their labors to a close to-day, but after 
two arduous sessions, lasting until 5:30 
this afternoon, the experts had not been 
able to reconcile all their dilferencea. It 
was determined, therefore, to continue 
the meeting to-morrow. Up to the time 
of closing to-day the experts had made 
good progreBft, reaching agreement upon 
all but three or four reserved proposi- 
tions. These it is expected can be 
agreed upon in the morning session to- 
morrow, so that the experts' report can 
be signed and the meeting concluded, so 
far as they are concerned. This will 
make available all the data necessary for 
the consideration of the vital diplomatic 
question of stopping jjolagic sealing. 

The intention is that General Foster, 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier and Sir Louis Davics 
will meet to-moTow afternoon to go 
over the results reported by the exjierts 
and if possible agree upon a basis of set- 
tlement. The outcome of this diplo- 
matic meeting continues to be much in 
doulit. It was intimated to-night that 
the Canadians might make a counter 
proposition not going so far as 
the American representatives desire in 
the way of limiting pelagic sealing 
but yet ofTering a possible ground for 
amicable adjustment. JOijually reliable 
sources stated tliat if the issue assumed 
the form of pelagic sealing, as now seems 
likely, it would be extremely difficult to 
reconcile the dill'erences. In view of the 
continuance of the meeting, Sir Wilfrid 
anil Sir Louis will not leave until to- 
morrow night or Wednesday.

LoNPo- , Nov. 15. — (Special) — A Mon- 
treal Star cuble says : The Pope's utter- 
ances on tbe Jjaurier-Greenway Manito 
ba Bcbool Eettlement will be promulga 
ted on Wednesday of this week. In the 
meaBtime I learn on uninipeachable 
authority the points of His Holiness' de- 
ciBion. 

The utterance deals very exhaustively 
with the facts of the/:ase, tracing them 
in detail to support what is olalmed as 
the undoubted right of the Manitoba 
Catholics to separate schools, and show- 
ing also the alleged infringement of this 
right by tlie action of the Manitoba leu 
islature. 

The Pope declares that Catholics must 
not attend the public schools, that they 
must, like Jvoman Catholics everywhere, 
loyally and obediently support their own 
school - system, even where the state 
refuses to assist. 

The supreme pontiff declares that no 
opportunity must be lost of asserting 
the claims of Roman Catholics to the 
full enjoyment of their constitutional 
rights. Still hia Holineas advises the 
Manitoba Catholics not to be too aggres- 
sive and grasping, but persuasively and 
by all peaceful methods to impress the 
justice and fairness of their temporarily 
lost cause upon their fellow citizens of 
other faiths in the hope that eventually 
their full rights may be restored. 



CENTRE TORONTO. 

Liberal Candidate Against Any Lowei:ing ol' 
Present Protection— The Con- 
servatives' Choice. 

Toronto, Nov. 15. — The Liberals of 
Ceijtre Toronto to-night nominated Geo. 
H. Bertram, head of the Bertram engine 
works, as their candidate for the Com- 
mons to succeed Mr. Lount, resigned. 

On accepting the nomination Mr. 
Bertram declared that the tarill' had 
been sufficiently reformed l)y the gov- 
ernment and no further change should 
be made for ten years at least.

A LONDON ELECTION. 

Mr. Benn Again Tries His Luck— Principles 
of the SuccKS&tiil Candidates. 

London, Nov. 15. — A parliamentary 
bye-election was held to-day in the 
borough of Deptford, London, to fill the 
vacancy caused by the elevation of the 
late member, Mr. Charles John Darling, 
Q. 0., to the Queen's bench division of 
tue high court of justice in Buccession to 
the Hon. Sir Kichard Henn Colins ap- 
pointed lord justice of the court of ap- 
peals. The result was the victory of Mr. 
Arthur U. A, Morton, the Conservative 
and Liberal Unionist candidate, who 
polled 5,317, while J, H. Williams Benn, 
Liberal and Radical secured 4,993 votes, 
the majority thus being 324, At the 
general election in 1895, in a total poll 
of 10,070, Mr. Darling carried the borough 
for the Conservatives and Liberal- Union- 
ist party by a majority of 1,229 over his 
Liberal opponent. 

Mr. Morton, in his published address 
to the electors, put himself forward as a 
" staunch supporter of the government of 
Lord Salisbury, which during two ditU- 
cultiea has pursued a firm and pacific 
policy in foreign and colonial affairs, re- 
lieved taxation, and carried measures of 
well considered and progressive reform." 
He claimed as among the services ren- 
dered to the countij' by Lord SaliBbury 
" the treaty in furtherance oi the gen- 
eral principles of arbitration in in- 
ternational disputes." And he favored 
old age pensions for the deserving 
poor, increased power to local authori- 
ties (or the better housing of the 
working classes and power to local 
authorities to advance money to work- 
inginon to enable them to become own- 
ers of their homes. Mr. Benn, the de- 
feated iviberal and Radical candiilate, 
stood for St. George's division o£ the 
Tower iiainlets, l^ondou, in the general 
election of 1S95 against Mr. Henry H. 
Marks, the Conservative and Jjiberal- 
Unionist candidate, who defeated liim 
by four votes. Mr. Benn charged that 
his successful opponent has been guilty 
of irregularities in his canvas, and lie 
instituted legal proceedings, which 
proved very costly and somewhat aen- 
sational, but which terminated recently 
in favor of Mr. Marks. 



MANITOBA AND NORTHWEST. 

Lower Passenger Rates on CP. R.— English- 
men for Klondyke— Fatalities. 

Winnipeg, Nov. 15.— (Special)— The 
passenger rates on the Prince Albert, 
Edmonton, I^ethbridge and Macleod 
branch lines of the C.P.R.*, and between 
Canmore and Medicine Uat on the main 
line, have been reduced one cent per 
mile. 

Mrs. Gurlifife of Sheep Greek, Alberta, 
was found dead near her home yester- 
day. 

James Fleming of Wolseley, while in- 
toxicated, was put in his wagon beliind 
a team of colts. Tliey ran away and 
Fleming sustained fatal injuries. 

Henry Gehl, of Mine Centre, swal- 
lowed a drink of aconite in mistake for 
lime juice, mixed with whiskey, and 
died from the efi'ects.

GERMANY IN CHINA. 

Armed Force Landed to Secure Redress lor 
the Murder ot Missionaries. 

Cologne, Nov. 16. — A diapatch to the 
Cologne Gazette from Berlin aays that 
the sailors and marines belonging to the 
German cruiser division of China have 
made a landing in force at Kiaochan, the 
nearest port to Yen Chu Ku, the north- 
ern part of the Chinese province of Sin 
Tun, where the German missionarieH 
were recently murdered, with the inten- 
tion of forcing the government of China 
to completely satisfy the demands of 
Germany. 

An Important Infant. 

London, Nov. 15. — The Duke of Marl- 
borough stood godfather- to the daughter 
of Lord and Lady Churchill, of Corn- 
bury Park, at the Chaple Royal, St. 
James' Palace, to-day. The Queen was 
represented by the Dowager Lady 
Uuurchill, and the Marchioaess of 
Lome, the Prlnceas Louiae.

The Span- 
ish steamer Alfonso XLI arrived here to- 
day, having on board aanitary Bub-in- 
spector general Brigadier General Digo 
Figuero, twenty- five officers, five chap- 
lains and 700 soldiers. Admiral LuBut- 
lois also arrived and immediately re- 
lieved Admiral Navarro, the Spanish 
naval commander in these waters. The 
latter will return to Spain on Saturday 
next. 

Madhid, Nov. 15.— The semi-official 
correspondence referring to a Havana 
dispatch published in the New York 
Hentld yesterday, Sunday, asserting that 
General Weyler carried olT maps and 
other documents concerning Cuba, aays : 
"The gravity of the situation does not 
permit comment. The matter must be 
completely elucidated, for if confirmed 
the government would be obliged to 
assume an inexorable attitude." 



THE DISABLED MAASDAM.

IMMEASUREABLE POSSfBILITIKS 

Tlie whole Coaat will bo a beehive. 
This is the way an old Caaaiar man ex 
pressed himself yesterday. It woald be 
impossible to give a list of all the trans 
portation concernB, trading; concerna, 
mining companies, and other buainues 
combinations contemplating operations 
in the Yukon next year. Aa for the 
number of individual miners who will 
go north, there is no way of computing 
it. 

One admirable feature of the case is 
that while every one talks of going to 

Klondyke, it is absolutely certain that 
tlie very ^reat majDrity of them will do 
notliin;; of the kind, but will overrun 
the whole region from the International 
boundary, to the Arctic circle and West 
of the Rockies. Aa there are as good 
fish in the eea aa ever was caught, so the 
chances are that there are aa rich mines 
of L'old to be discovered as those of 
Williama and Lightning creeks in the 
Cariboo and El Dorado and Bonaii/.ii in 
the ICloudyke. iiere is a consideration 
wliich will have a powerful infaence 
with prospectors. Wild Horse creek in 
EtiBt Ivootenay was enormoualy rich. 
Klondyke at the other extrfimity of the 
golden belt is enormously rich. Midway 
bciween them are the two Cariboo 
crueka above named, which were oiior- 
muiieiy rich. These three rich points 
on a belt twelve himdred miles long 
indicate that there may be other phe- 
nomenally rich points yet to be discov- 
ered elsewhere in the belt. It is known 
that there are many good placers scat- 
tered all over the great district of which 
the above belt forms the backbone; also 
thatdepoeite of gold-bearing quartz are 
niiiiiorouB. Under these circumstancea 
the liost of prospectors to come 
into the country next year may be ex- 
pected to distribute itself over the 
whole area. Many people will 
couie to the Coast and finding the routes 
of travel to ti e Yukon congested, will 
seek toeHlaljlish tliemselves at more ac- 
ceeaible points. Therefore it is impoasi- 
ble to say that any part of the whole 
immense gold-bearing area of British 
Columbia and the Ganadiau Northwest 
will not receive a large share of new- 
comers. 

It \A (litlicuU to realize what this 
mcaua. The centre of |)opulation of this 
province was for years on thia island ; 
then the coast on the Mainland began to 
attract an increase of population. Then 
camo the rush to Kootenay and the bal- 
ance between the Coast and the Interior 
eeemed in danger of being permanently 
dcHtroyccl. But who can toll what next 
year will bring forth? Kootenay will 
continue to grow; but it is not at all 
likely to be alone in its growth. We 
may before the end of the year find a 
large population on the Stickeen. We 
may see thousanda of people pour into 
Cariboo. Wo may find thouaands more 
engaged in work in mines on the Main- 
land coast and ou the islands. We are 
on the eve of wonderful things. 



will be overran with prospectors and 
enormous auma will be brought out. 
Before going, up the Stewart the 

Schmidt party prospected the Big Sal- 
mon and the Pelly rivers. Tliey only 
looked on the bars, for the expert with 
them thought this the only place worth 
looking. Wherever there was a ledge to 
catch gold there they found it, but it 
was always fine. So it was on the Stew- 
art river. When at length they aban- 
doned the bara and took to the benches, 
they were rewarded with rich results. 
iMr. Schmidt is poaitive that the Stew- 
art next year will become one of the 
(greatest of mining centres. At present 
only hia party are operating upon it. 
They came out for supplies, only bring- 
ing what gold they could conveniently 
carry. 

TO ADVERTISERS. 

The Colonist had a call from a gentle- 
man a few days ago, who aaid he wanted 
something to send to Encland in re- 
spone to a rerjueat (or the names of the 
chief outfitting concerns in Victoria. He 
aaid that be thought of sending a copy 
of each of the city papers, but the 
poverty of their advertising columns de- 
terred him. He said tluit he would not 
like, after what ho had written to I'aig- 
laud about the capacity of our outfitting 
houses, to send home papers with hardly 
an advertisement from such housea in 
them. Tlio Colonist was compelled to 
tell ita caller that while the individual 
members of its stafl' could tell him of 
many firms in the outfitting buainoas, it 
knew very little about them itself. It 
was obliged to confess that greatly as its 
ellbrta on behalf of the business ol the 
city are appreciated— and it can say with 
the utmost frankness that the endorse- 
ments of its work are many and hearty 
— tlie merchants do not seem to appre- 
ciate the advantage of advertising what 
they are individually prepared to do, 
They caller said that when a Seattle man 
sent away a Seattle paper telling of the 
ability of Seattle to handle the outfitting 
trade, the person to whom the paper was 
sent could turn to the advortiainc 
columns of the paper and see what the 
merchants themselves bad to say on the 
Bubjoct, and that the same is true of the 
Tacoma papers. All this the Colonist 
had to admit, and it had to concede that 
the absence of proper advertising 
from its columns greatly handicapped 
its efr^rts on behalf of Victoria. Then 
the caller wanted to know why our mer- 
chants did not advertise more freely ; but 
the Colonist could not tell him. The 
Colonist is under the impression that 
nin^-tenths of the people who send for 
the Victoria papers do so in order to see 
the advertisements. They cannot jjob- 
aibly care about the local news; they see 
the telegrams in their home papers ; and 
they are not likely to be interested in the 
editorials. When, therefore, a man 
writes for a copy of the Colonist it must 
be to get an idea of what sort of people 
do business here. Some people think 
that no one reads advertisements. That 
is the biggest kind of a mistake; espe- 
cially now when half a million people 
are talking about outfitting for Klon- 
dyke. 

AMERICANISM. 



STEWART RIVER. 

We print a letter to-day from li. W.

The San Francisco Argonaut is inclined 
to join issue with those people who think 
that travel broadens the mind, and 
seems to be in doubt whether what ia 
called " Americanism " can be developed 
n those who come in contact with the 
people of other countries. This word, 
" Americanism," ia one thr.t has come to 
bo much used in recent years. It may 
Ije defined as the notion that everything 
in the United States is infinitely superior 
to anything to be found anywhere else. 
We agree with the Argonaut that this ie 
not likely to become very rampant in 
I>eraons who liave learned by travel 
what otlier countries are like. Ameri- 
canism is only a wide provincialism. 
An illustration ot this may be given. A 
writer in a'paper published in the United 
States once aaid that in discussins; the 
afTairs of other countries regard must be 
paid to the fact that people of other 
countries do not concede the sujiuriority 
oi American institutiona. To tliia the 
rejjly waa made that .\inericana know 
the superiority of their own institutions, 
and that this settled the question. "We 
know that we are better than any other 
people on earth," was the language of 
this representative of Americanism. 

To the profe8.ior of Amoricanisin it 
will eeciii an astounding thing that Mar- 
quis Ito, when lie aearcheil for a consti- 
tution fur Japan, liid not discover it in 
the United States, but in Bavaria. To 
such a person it seems incredible that 
any people could deliberately prefer any 
other system of government than that 
prevailing in the American Union, and 
hence those who live under any other 
form of government are regarded as 
necessarily groaning under a tyranny 
which they would fain shake off if they 
could. The latest boast of Americanism 
is that the patronage at the disposal of 
the Mayor of Greater New York is equal 
to if;]'!, 000,000 a year. To any one not 
intoxicated with AiuericauiBin, tliero 
would Bcom to bo aometliing perilous in 
a Bystom of government which resulted 
in such a vaat power being held for a 
year by any single individual. The 
power of the Mayor of Greater New 
York is usually couiparnd with that of 
some of the minor sovereigns of Europe, 
but thia does not do it justice, for it is 
greater, in iioint of financial patronage, 
than the personal prerogative exercised 



state. And tbis vaat power is exercised 
as a political engine. The man who 
sways it is answerable only to hie party 

caucus, and as long as he furthers the 
ends of his political asaociates and 
makes it possible to perpetuate their 
power, he has done all that 
is asked of him. Thia vast patron- 
age ia to be an annual object of 
political strife. It ia as though a throne 
were set up to be contended for every 
year, and yet the believers in American- 
ism thinks such a state of things ia the 
envy of Europe, instead of being, as itlBj 
a subject of profound pity. 

The traveled American sees great cities 
governed without scandal and excessive 
taxation. He sees justice administered 
in a manner which renders the perpetra- 
tions of such farces as the Durrant case 
an impossibility. He sees the governing 
bodies in close toucli with the people. 
He learns that his country is the most 
governed, and jjrobably the worst gov- 
erned, on the face of the earth. He ia 
very apt to come home cured of his Am- 
ericanism, to begin to think that the 
United States has something after all to 
learn from other countries. 

After the Hon. Mr. Sifton had address- 
ed the Victoria citizens the other day, 
a gentleman from the United Statea, 
whuouname it would not be fair to men- 
tion, described it as the most remark- 
able exhibition of democracy that 
had ever come under his notice — a 
mlniater of the (!rown, who corresponds 
to a member of the rroaident'e cabinet, 
submitting himself to be catechi/.ed by 
every one who chose to ask him ques- 
tions. Why does a minister ol the crown 
in Canada or Great Britain submit to oc- 
currences of that nature, while United 
States caljinet officers do not? The an- 
swer ia that under our truer democracy 
the public HLTvanl recognizes at all timea 
hia responsibility to all the people, wliile 
in the other case the cabinet officer re- 
cognizes his responsibility periodically 
to his [larty leaders, and that is all. Con- 
tact with British institutions ia apt to 
take tlie starch out of the stifl'est Ameri- 
canism. 

It eeema incredible, but only last year 
a Seattle newspaper corrected a cor 
respondent who apoke of Kootenay being 
in Canada, and told him it was in Brit- 
ish Columbia. It is the belief of hun 
dreda of thouaanda of Americans that no 
people, except those living in the United 
States, have any voice whatever in the 
making of the laws. The school Manna 
of Civics used in some of the states ex- 
pressly says this in so many words. The 
idea that public ofilces of trust ahould 
be scrambled for every year ia, accord- 
ing to the gospel of Americanism, the 
only one consistent with freedom. Men 
who travel got their minds enlightened, 
and enlightenment of mind means the 
death of that bamptiousneas which calla 
itself Americanism. 

There once was an Americanism of 
quite another kind. It was the cour- 
ageous tyranny-hating Americanism of 
John Hancock and George Waahington 
— an Americanism which recognized the 
extreme difficulty of the problem of 
government inaugurated by the Declara- 
tion of Independence. The later gen- 
eration of United States citizens forgets 
that the men who laid the foundation of 
tlie republic were trained under a mon- 
archy, and sought for guidance in the 
history of other countries, Hence the 
growth of that Americanism wiiich fears 
the infiuence of travel upon its votaries. 



Whatever may be the Colonist's 
opinion of the reaolution proposed by 
the Timea in regard to Lieutenant- 
C-fOvernor Dewdney, it thinks there will 
be no two opinions ae to the conduct of 
Mr. Tern pieman in perniitlini; audi a 
paragraph to appear in his paper. Jlr. 
Templeman has lately been made a 
senator, or will soon be made one. His 
appointment was well received by the 
press, even tlioae papers whicli are op- 
posed politically to him speaking in the 
most kindly terms. This fact oi itaelf 
ought to have taught him decency, even 
if his prospective elevation to a high end 
honorable office did not. Nevertheless, 
he has deliberately through his paper 
insulted theretiring lieutenant-governor. 
If the insult was publiahed without hia 
knowledge, it is his duly to jiromptly 
say so in the most i)ublic manner.

As a starter the ^Liyor 
wished for tho benelit of the public to 
make an explanation aa to the item of 
$10,000 passed last Monday evening, 
It was not a payment to Walkely King 
it Casey but was voted in order to enable 
the council to go on with the work at the 
Beaver lake dam and filter beds. This 
was paid out of the Waterworks loan 
by-law. 

llishop Perrm wrote asking for a con- 
tinuation of a drain on Maclure street in 
order tliHt Angela college, now used aa a 
boys' school, ahoiild he connected with 
the sewerage ayatem. The sewerage 
committee and engineer will be asked 
for a re|)ort aa to tlie ccjst. 

rilessrs. W. it ,L Wilson rfijueated the 
construction of a cemeut gutter opposite 
anew sidewalk which they laid, at a 
cost of ^oOO, in front of the Victoria ho- 
tel. This was referred to the city engi- 
neer. 

A communication in regard to drain- 
age from Yatea A Jay was received and 
liletl, and one from it. Uomfray, C.E., 
pointing out the dangerous condition of 
a monument to Hugh Lloyd Jones erect- 
ed in the cemetery, went to the ceme- 
tery committee with power to act — al- 
thtjugh Alderman Wilson was of opinion 
that if relatives thought bo little of de- 
parted friends aa to allow monuments to 
become dangerous, it waa only right for 
tho council to reinovo them altogether. 
Tho small cost will be charged against 
the owners of tho lot, 

F. M. KatteuDury wrote to tho city en- 
gineer pointing out tho necossitj' of a 
permanent drain on Birdcage walk be- 
fore the sidewalk grade ia lillod in to its 
proper heighth; also as to tho refund in 
connection with the periuanont side walk 
for the Bank of .Montreal building. The 
city engineer in a report stated that 
$250 will be the cost of the permanent 
drain on Birdcage Walk, and that there 
are(3f5)2 square feet of sidewalk at 
5 cents per foot in connection with the 
Bank of Montreal building. To widen 
Fort street opposite the Fernwood es- 
tate would coat $375, and $220 would pay 
for grading and gravelling Francis av- 
enue. 

The pipe drain on Birdcage Walk was, 
in accordance with a resohition, ordered 
to be laid. After some discussion as to 
refunds on account of permanent aide- 
walks laid by the owners of property the 
busineaa waa laid over for a week. The 
other two matters were taken up in con- 
nection with a report from the streeta 
conimisaioner. Tlie committee advised 
that both worka be carried out if tho 
necessary funda are available. 

Alderman Stewart said that the widen- 
ing (jf upper Fort street had coat more 
already than if the city bad bought the 
one-third of an acre in the first place. 
Over i|:700 had been laid out on thia 
jiiece of roadway, and the former letter 
to the council was very unfair. How- 
ever if there wad money he would hivor 
the work beiug cniiipletod. This was 
the idci of the balance of the board and 
llio rei>iirl w .\s adopted. 

The hanilary ollicer, in connection 
with the property destroyed when ilitin- 
fecting Mr. Braden's jiroperty sometime 
ago, oil'ered to produce a list of articles 
H ) tler-iroyed. Some of the family were 
moved to the isolated hospital early in 
the vear. 

The Mayor remarked that at least 5^700 
had been spent by the council in cwriug 
for the sick of Mr. Braden's family, and 
they bad been accorded apeciuUy liberal 

treatment. 

A ill. .McC'andlcps tliongiit that after the 
ti eal iiii'iil .M r. Lraden had received at 
the hands of tho cuurrcil he waa not do- 
ing right ill sending in any such letter, 
lie wonlil move that ttio c ommunicatiou 
be received and liled. A notilicalioii to 
this elh?ct will bu sent to Mr. Bradcn. 

The contract for printing the appeal to 
tin! .-'upremo court in the case oi Lang 
vs. till) cori)oration was awarded to T. 
IL 'Juflack at '.).'!c, jier paye. 

A report from tlie finance committee 
advised that the city police magistrate 
be furnished with a typewriter not to cott 
more than $60. Adopted. 

Another report from the same quarter 
recommended that $13,065 be appr pria- 
ted for sundry accounts, and also $14 for 
the park. 

Tho electric light committee proposed 
that certain alterations l)e made in con- 
nection with tho light station— tho 
covering of the boilers and steam pipes 
with nou-heat conducting material and 
llio construction of coal bunkera. In 
this connection a letter from tho eupor- 
intendontof tho station expressed tho 
wish that he might bo allowed to get 
iiaBistanco for tho firemen during the 
winter months ut a coat of not more than 
$20. 

Aid. Wilson said that having the 
hunkers built in front of the building as 
proposed by the committee would do 
away with the neceseity for estra help. 
The report waa adopted. 

Tho council then adjourned.

CENTRE STAK VS. lliO.N MASK. 

Ths Plnintiffs May Follow Their Vein With- 
out Holestatlon Until tbe Courts Decide 
the Point At issue. 

Nelson, B,0., Nov. 12,— Following ia 
the decision in fall in tlie case of the 
Centre Star vb. the Iron Mask, which 
was given by Mr. Juetice Walkem on 

AVedneeday : 

The aolution o( the issiio between the 
parties to this action depends upon the 
construction to be placed upon sections 
31 and 32 of our mineral act of 1881, 
which are as follows : 

"Section 31. The holder or owner of 
a mineral claim shall have the exchieivo 
right to and possession of all the surface 
within the lines of his location, and all 
veins or lodes throughout their entire 
depth, the top or apex of which lie in- 
side of such surface lines extended down- 
ward vertically, although such veins or 
lodos may so far depart from a perpen- 
dicular in their course downwards as to 
extend outside the vortical side lines of 
sach surface location; but his right of 
possession to such outside parts of such 
veins or lodes shall be confined to such 
portions thereof as lie between verticul 
planes drawn downwards, as above de- 
scri))ed, throuiili the end linos of his lo- 
cation ao continued in thcirowudirection 
tiuit such plaiiea will iniersect eucli ex- 
terior parts of such veins or lodes ; and 
liotliiiiK in this section uliall authorize 
the locator or poBseasor of a vein or lode 
which extends in its downwards course 
beyond the vertical lines of his ciaiui to 
enter upon the surface of a claim owueil 
or possessed by another: Provided, al- 
ways, that a prior location on the dip of 
a vein or lode shall have priority over 
a subsequent location on the satno vein 
or lode. 

"And it is hereby expressly declared 
that a location laid crosswise of a vein 
or lode, so that its center line crosGca the 
same instead of foUowiuK the course 
thereof, will secure only so much of the 
vein or lode ae it actually < rossea at the 
surface, and the side lines oi the location 
will become the end lines thereof for the 
purpose of delinini; the rights of the 
owners. A location shall he deemed to 
have been laid crosswise wlien tlio small- 
eat angle made by the center line falling 
on the general course of the vein or lodo 
is greater thnn 45 degrees. 

'• Section 32. Wiiere two or more veins 
or lodes intersect or cross each other on 
their downward dip, priority of title 
shall govern, and the prior location shall 
be entitled to all ore or mineral con- 
tained within the space of interaectiou : 
Provided, however, that the subsequent 
location shall have ttie riglit of way 
throuxli the said space of intersection for 
the purpose of tlie convenient working 
of tlio said subaequent location ; and 
provided, also, that where two or more 
veins or lodes unite on their downward 
dip, tlie oldest or prior location shall 
take the vein or lode below the point of 
union, including all the space of inter- 
section. " 

It will be observed that the latter part 
of section 31 provides that where the 
centre lino of a mineral claim crosses a 
vein, or, as the leyislature expresses it, 
" ifl laid crosswise of a vein," the owner 
sliall only be eutitled to so much of the 
vein ;is the line croe.-ses at the surface, 
and that, in such an event, the side lines 
of the claim shall become its eud lines — 
a riulical change, inasmuch as it deprives 
the owner of extra lateral right which 
hu woulil otherwise have been entitled 
t«. The section then proceeds in ellect 
to detine a "crosswise location" as one 
whose smallest angle made by the inter- 
section of the center location line with 
the trend or ''strike" of a vein is greater 
than -15 degrees. This "smallast angle " 
of intersection, for there is such an inter- 
Beistion in the plaintiff's vein, which is 
the one in dispute, and which dips into 
the Iron Mask, is shown on, two of the 
plans that are svvorn to as being accur- 
ate, as being liu degrees 27 minutes. For 
insUuice, the bearing of the Centre Star 
company's location lino ia north 52 de- 
grees liO minutes east, and the "strike" 
of their vein ia north 32 degrees 00 min- 
utes east. The difference between the 
two is, obviously, 30 degrees 27 minutes, 
which is, of course, less than the statu- 
tory nngle of 15 dugreee. The conten- 
tion, therefore, of the defendants' coun- 
sel, that the plaintifr's location line is 
with respect to the vein in dispute a 
'•croaawise location," falls to the 
ground. 

As 1 construe section 31, tbe apex of a 
mineral claim ia a statutory and not a 
mathematical apex or pinnacle, but ia 

the lop of a vein at any place along its 
pro(ile, however liiirli or low that prollle 
mny 1)0, for lh(! worilrf UHcd in the section 
are "iop or apex." Tiio act gives no 
dcliuitioii of an ajiex line, that is to say, 
as til whther it may run skyward or 
otherwise ; l)Ut it has always been un- 
Btood hero, aa well as in the mining com- 
nuinities to the south of ua, that such a 
line is a horizontal one. 

These observations clear the way to a 
consideration of the question in diBjjute, 

His Honor Judge Forin, at the instance 
of the Centre Star Company, granted an 
injunction on the !ltli day of this month, 
restraining the Iron Mask Company from 
trcHiiiibsing in the plaintill's tunnel, 
which runs horizontally through the dij) 
of their nortlierly vein, which vein is do- 
Hcrihed in the affidavits as vein No. 2, 
whose apex is in their ground, in the 
order made by the learned judge it is 
stated tliat the |)laintiirs undertook to do 
no further work in anyof their " tunnels 
or workings " within the boundaricH of 
the Iron Mask location until that order 
should be dissolved or otherwise disposed 
of. On the motion before mo I held that 
order as it stood, estopped the plainliU's 
from further sinking a shaft, which is 
desJgoated on the plaas as shaft No. 3, 
as it was included in tbe word " work- 
ings." This shaft, according to Mr. 
Diirant's affidavit, baa been sunk to a 
depth of 11)1 feet, in ore all that distance, 
the ore being the dip of the plaintiff's 
vein, No. '2, which, as I have said, runs 
into the Iron Mask. Both he and Mr, 
Joyce state that the shaft is not uitend- 
etl to be used for hoisting purposes, but 
the defendants have no right whatever 
to ohject to it on that account, as the 
Bhafi \i in ore which, by law, belongs to 
the ))laintill's, 

Mr. Daly, counsel for the plaintill's, 
Btates on affidavit that he drew up the 
order in question hurriedly ; and ho dis- 
avows ever having undertaken to stop 
work in the shaft, aa such stopi>age would 
virtually mean the atoppage of further 
development in the plaiiitifFB vein, No. 
2. He therefore deairea to be under- 
Btood ns not consenting now to any such 
undertaking, and I certainly, under the 
circumstances, have no right to require 
it. He made this statement as his no- 
tice of motion is, in terms, to merely 
vary tlie injunction granted by Judge

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Forin, by extending its time limit until 
the bearing of this action. 

Counsel for the Iron Mask coinpany 
has strenuously oppoeeil a contiiinatioii 
of the injunction, as well as Mr. Daly's 
application that the jjIaintiU's should bo 
allowed to continue the sinking of shaft 
No. 3. .Vtlidavits on Inth sides were 
had with respt'cl to an alleired infraction 
by the plaintill's of Judge Forin'a order, 
inasmuch aa they had continued to sink 
the shaft, but I am eatistied that there 
was no intention on their part to dis- 
obey the order, and tliat the work which 
they did arose from the mistake in its 
terms, which is explained in Mr. Daly's 
atfidavit. 

With respect to the main ciuestion, the 
evidence is wholly one-sided, for the 
only affidavits before mo are those put 
iu on behalf of the plaintiffs by Mr. 
Dnrant, their superintendent, and Mr. 
Joyce, their foreman. Mr. Dnrant testi- 
fies to the accuracy of several jilnna, 
showing aa they do, the relative posi- 
tions of the Centre Star, Iron Mask, 
War Eagle and Idaho locations, and also 
the positions of the plaintill's shafts No. 
3 and their vein No. 2, tlie vein in dis- 
pute, and its dip in a northerly direction 
at an aniile of about 35 degrees into the 
Iron IMask ground. He also states that 
he baa traced this vein from the easterly 
line of the Centre Star claim along its 
surface until it enters the War Eagle 
location, and that no part of its apex lies 
within the boundaries of the Iron Mask. 

Moreover, in paragraph 9 of his affida- 
vit, he states that the mouth of the tun- 
nel above referred to is in the plaintiirs 
ground, and that its course for a con- 
siderable distance is wittiin the surface 
boundaries of the Iron Mask location, 
but through a body of ore that forms 
part of the dip of tfie plaintifl's vein. 
No. 2. Mr. Bod well has referred mo to 
an American decisiou, to the eflect that 
the plaintill's, for instance, have been, 
in view of common law doctrines, tres- 
passers from the moment they encroach- 
ed upon the Iron Mask ground. I fully 
assent to this ; but all that the decision 
virtually means is that a court should 
not overlook the rule that statutory 
provisions, such, for instance, aa sec- 
tions 31 and 32, which are in derogation 
of the common law, should be construed 
strictly. But the legislature has settled 
this point, unequivocally, by giving, in 
effect, the ore of vein No. 2 as dips i;ito 
the Iron Mask, to the ijlainlill's aa their 
property. There is, therefore, no room 
ior contention ahout it, that is to say, 
on the evidence before ino. 

My attention was called by Mr. Bod- 
well to i)nragraph 11 of Mr. Duranl's 
arlidavit, which ia ns follows : "I verily 
believe that three monlhs from date 
plaintill's will have been a'oleto continue 
the sinking of their said shaft to a sulli- 
cient depth to deinoiistrate that tlie vein 
containing the ore bodies in (luestion 
has its apex within the boundaries oi 
the Central Star mineral claim, and ia 
ill fact the said vein No. 2." This para- 
graph is wholly consistent of Mr. Du- 
raiit's previous statement, and is his 
opinion from twenty-seven years' of 
mining experience, which, on that ac- 
count, is entitled to consideration ; tliat 
the furtliiu- sinking of the shaft will 
deiiionstrato the continuity of vein No. 
2. The shaft ia in the ore vein, and it 
seems to mo that 1 wouM bo improperly 
interfering with the )daii)lil!'s legal 
rights if I stojjped work in ii. If tlie 
shaft in its downward course should di- 
gruas in any way from tho dip of the 
lutlge in the Iron Mask ground, the di- 
gression, of course, would be trespass. 
The defendant company's remedy, if 
they Huspe ;t such a trespass, is an appli- 
cation to the court' for an order of in- 
B;3ectioii. 

With respect to one of tho paragrajjlis 
in Mr. Duiant's aflidavit, where ho says 
the slialt ill liiiio will iirnbaljly reach a 
point 31) fi'ct from the presont face of the 
tunnel, I understaiid liini to mean that 
when the tunnel has j)rojecto(l 3',) feet 
further the abaft and tunnel will meet 
and the ore of vein No. 2 bo eventually 
lowered instead of being hoisted. But 
this is neither here nor there. Tho com- 
plaint of tbe plaintifl's is that tho Iron 
Mask Company commenced a shaft on 
their own ground and continued it 
downward until it struck into tho work- 
ings of the Center Star tunnel. The in- 
junction in (luestion was to restrain the 
defendants temporarily from further 
proceeding with this shaft or interfering 
with the plaintiirs' work in their tunnel. 
A continuance of the injunction until the 
hearing is now moved, for it appears to 
me from tho evidence that the plaintill's 
are entitled to it without giving more 
than tho ordinary undertaking ns to 
damages. The costs of this motion will 
abide the event.

Mil. SOVEllKIGN'S RETIKEJIKNT. 

He Vacates tlie I'resitHncy of the Knights 
ot Labor Uecaiise He Wants 
a Rent. 

Lofi.sviLi.i;, Ky., Nov. 15. — The morn- 
ing session of the general assembly of 
Knights of Labor was devoted to the dis- 
cussion of the report of the committee 
on emigration. It was the prevailing 
sentiment that some vigorous steps 
should be taken to restrict immigration, 
and statistics were presented showing 
that nearly ten million foreign laborers 
had come to tiiis country_ during the last 
twenty-three years, which it was de- 
clareil worked a hardship on the Ameri- 
can workiiiginen. 

A report appearing to-day that Past 
General Master Sovereign had ete]>ped 
down and out because he desired to pre- 
pare for the presidency on a lahor re- 
form ticket in 11>00 is vigorously denied 
on all sides. James II. Sovereign, who 
has been general master workman of the 
Kniulits of Lahor for the past four years 
or more, was on Friday relieved of his 
office by the general assembly, which 
had been in session in this city since 
Monday last. Under ordinary con- 
ditions Mr. Sovereign's term of office 
would not expire until tho next meet- 
ing. This, however, it is said, makes no 
difference with the order, whose general 
ofGcers, during a meeting, are always in 
the hands of the asaembly, and can be 
chosen and deposed at the will of the 
majority. Along with Mr. Sovereign 
there were three other officers retired 
viz., T. B. McGuire, general worthy 
foreman, of Amsterdam, N.Y.; Daniel 
Brown, of Montana, and H. 13. Martin, 
of Minneapolis, of the executive com- 
mittee. 

Henry A. Hicks of District No. 2.^j.3, 
New York city, was chosen to fill Mr. 
Sovereign's iilace, and I. D. Chamber- 
lain, of Pueblo, Col., was selected as 
general worthy foreman. Sanfleld Fitz- 
patrick of Montreal, and Henry Bostock 
of Assembly 300 of the glasaworkers 
were chosen as tbe two membera of the 
executive board, the third member be- 
ing Andrew Best. 

'ibis decisive change iu the corpa of 
oflicers of the Knights of Labor has 
caused considerable astonishment in 
laltor circles throughout the country.

THE DREYFUS CASE. 

Evidence Said to Have Been Preseuted 
Proving His Innocence, 

PAnis,Nov. 15, — M. Scheurer-Kastner, 
one of the vico-presidontu of tho senate 
who has been agitating for a re-opening 
of the case of Captain Alfred Dreyfus, 
now undergoing imprisonment for life, 
for tho alleged selling of important 
military plans to agents of a foreign 
power, has written a letter to the newa- 
papors, in which he aaserta that on Oc- 
tober ;30 he presented to tho French 
ininifiter of war, General Billot, docu- 
menlH jiroving the prisoner innocent. 
M. Scliourer-Kaatuer adds that the 
niiniator promised to make an iiKiuiry 
into tho matter, and also undertook to 
communicate to M. Scheuror-!vanlner 
the reaiilt within a fortnight, j)ledging 
the latter to ailenco in tho meantime. 

M. Scheurer-Kaatner, explains that 
this ia the reason of his miaunderstood 
silence, but as the fortnight baa elapsed 
without the minister for war communi- 
cating with him, now repeats without 
fear of contradiction that ho allowed the 
minister documents which easily ea- 
tablisbed the culpability of another than 
DreyfuB. The letter o£ M. Schenre- 
Kaatner caased conaiderable excitement 
in tiie lobbiea of the chamber o! depu- 
ties and it is expeoted that tho cabinet 
will diacuBs the situation to-niorrow and 
iBBue a pronoun cement on the aubject.

THE NICK OF TIME. 



Bow tho Hudson Bay Tribes Dlspoia ol 

the Old nnd Indigent Meinbera — ^Thla 
Old Warrior Sought Another Death mnd 
Gut li Now Lcatio In Liife. 

"There is but one beast that the Indi- 
ans are really afraid of," said Egertou 
Youug, the Baptist minister who re- 
cently returned from a long sojourn 

among the Hudson bay tribes, wliero 
he was tho pioneer missionary. "That 
is the grizzly hear, the tiger of North 
America. Only once liuvo I heard of a 
grizzly hznitz captured alive, and in 
that case the feat saved tho life of a fa- 
mous old warrior. 

"Among many of the Hudson bay 
tribes it is the custom for the ablebod- 
ied to put to death the old men and wo- 
men who uro no longer able to do their 
iibaro of the work. The old women are 
limply knocked on the liead without 
ceremony. The process of ;:ettiiig rid of 
an old man is more elaborate. The In- 
diiins do not think it well to stain their 
hands with the blood of one wlio was 
once a warrior. So they delegate tho 
task to their hereditary enemies, the 
v.olves, to which thdy render all assist- 
aiiee in their power. 

"When it has been decided nt a sol- 
emn powwow that any particular old 
man is to die, instructions are given to 
a number of yonug men to take meas- 
ures to got rid of him immediately. 
Among tho executioners are always the 
SOUK of tho tfoudemned man. Tiie day 
after sentcnep has beeu passed these ex- 
ecutioners call on tho veteran, attack 
liim with stones and spears nnd drive 
liim into tho wilderness. There they 
leave hinj to his fate. A few days later 
they return and collect a few well 
gnawed bones, -which they bring hack 
with lilting ceremonies. 

"Among all tho warriors belcnging 
to a tribe with which I made a long so- 
journ, none had a moro glorious record 
than Miss-iMiss. But Miss-Miss was get- 
ting old. His eyes wero dim, liis liauds 
were slew, and rarely did ho bring 
homo a fat buck. Furthermore, food 
was scarce, and Miss-Miss retained an 
excellent appetite. Ono morning Miss- 
Jiliss got orders to bo prepared to 
reeeiv!) tho next day a dolcfiation of 
young braves led by his two stalwart 

BOIlS. 

"But Miss-Miss, though ho had as- 
sisted in many such oeremouialB in his 
day, had not yet como to consider him- 
self old iind useless. Ho was very ai. gry. 
,lii,d as iliss-Miss had done reviling tho 
i.-.|,'iatitudo of tlio young a boy rushed 
in 10 say that a huge grizzly was feed- 
ing a short distance from the camp. 
Here was the veteran's cliaiicc. All tho 
braves w-ere:iway at the liuut. Children 
nnd squaws and iMiss-Miss were the solo 
ocuupauts of the cam]). He knew that 
to face a grizzly single handed was 
certain death, but it was tho detith of a 
man. So Miss-Miss armed himself with 
his spear and tomahawk and went forth 
to seek tho bear. 

"Ho had not far to go. Within a few 
hundred yards of tho camp ho espied 
tho largest and leanest bear he Jiad seen 
for years, making a scanty meal off 
dried roots. Crav.'ling up a.s c\oi c as ho 
could, lie harUii his spear. Tlie \.-ea])on 
struck the bear in the flank. A:~ he had 
calculated, tho wound btid no farther 
effect than to infuriate the brute and 
tuiu its attention upon him. Miss-Miss 
took ills stand with his back to a tree, 
(;r:i<i;pd his little tomahawk firmly and 
awaited death. 

"Xdw, iuid it been an ordinary liitlo 
black bear tho peril of Miss-Miss would 
havo been small. A black bear would 
liavo lison on its hind legs when it 
eanie l.i close qaartrrs, and leaving its 
eh' S! quite iiiiiinitceted, tnril to insert 
its jia'.vs between the man and the tree 
in onltr to hug him to death. All Miss- 
Miss would have liud to do would havo 
been to wait until it camo within arm's 
longtli and plunge his hunting knife in- 
to its chest. Ono thrust would have 
been suflifdent. Put a i\r\7:/.\y is dilTer- 
ent. It strikes with its mighty chr.vs. 
.Mi-:s-Miss awaited tlio onset. Wlicn tho 
i i ar came to close quarters, it rose on 
its hind legs and inadoaraighty, sweep- 
in;; blow at his body. Sotting his teeth, 
AIiss-,\li.ss struck at its liead with his 
tomahawk. The weapon was dashed 
from his grasp and lio was hurled to 
the j^iouud, bnt, innch to his surprise, 
uiiiiijuj I'd. Instead of the sharp claws 
in his .siiie he ]iad felt a mighty bulVet 
i;s if from a huge boxing glove. Miss- 

i :i scrambled to liis feet. Tho ne>:t 
|.,l,;ncQ explained matters. Like hiniself, 
iho bear was a veteran. It liad lost its 
claws long since. Miss-Miss dodRGd 
roc.nd and round his tree aud from ono 
tric to I'.notj^cr. 'J'he hear, whose sight 
was dim v.iih anc, aimed blow after 
blov.', with no other elfect than tliat of 
bruising its paws against the trunks. 
Tho fight went on, nnd Miss-Miss' 
Kliength was giviiiR way, when through 
an oiieniuf^ in the forest ho espied tho 
bhii-.e of the canipfires closo at litind. 
The hetir saw it, too, and with a grunt 
of disgust and disappointment turned 
round and trotted back into tho depths 
cf the forest to resume its meal. 

"Miss-Miss liastened back to tho 
3auip and called tho oldest of tho boys 
l.';^'cther. 'Take your lassoes,' he cried, 
anil wo will capture a grizzly alive.' 
.So out they went. When the party ar- 
rived within range, Miss-Miss whistled. 
The bear raised its head and the boya 
tntst their hi isocs. One uooso fell over 
tho brute's neck. 

"When the braves retamed in the 
evening, prepared to chase Miss-Miss 
into the wilderness, they found a huge, 
roaring gri/.zly tethered in tho middle 
(if the camp. No one of tho tribe ever 
hud done such u dce-d. They conclndetl 
the Ureiit Spirit liad willed that Miss- 
Miss should live, and Miss-Miss is alive 
today and in high honor with the 
tribe."

Valuable Sugrgestioiis for Kloudyke 
Prospectors— Alaska is a 
Cruel Couutry. 



(For the Colonist.) 

Ju.s-KAU, Alaska, Oct. 25. — Tbo facts 
contained in the following lines will be 
o{ interest to some of yoar readers, many 
of whom will wiahio %o into the Yukon 
next spring. 

We left Bodie, Mono county, Cal., 
uiaeicen months ago, intending to go to 
Cook's Inlat. Koachinji Junenu we 
changed our minds, and went by way of 
Cbilkoot Pass into the Yukon. We 
reached the Stewart river without acci- 
dent, but had to go through Kreat bard- 
ahips, packing our euppliea around the 
rapids and canyons, as we did not wish to 
lose all by upsetting our boate. We 
made our way up the Stewart river for 
nearly 200 niilea or more, and worked the 
bars here and there, with so';.'i' aaccesa, 
during tlie BUiiituer and fall i>[ iaUli. Wr 
went, into winter <iiinrterfa on tlie left 
bank of the river, where it hecoiiies very 
shallow aiui rocky. We do not know 
the name of the eiualler river which 
llowj into the .Stewart from the Pelly 
inotintaiiie, where wo wintered. Wo 
prospected during the winter hero and 
there without making a ntriko, never 
dreaming that not more than liUO miles 
trona our camp a bouauzii had been dis- 
covered. 

As Boon as the ice broke up in the 
spring we crossed the river to the right 
bank and commenced prospecting along 
every creek and gulch, and succeeded in 
locating irood pay ground, paying na aa 
high as $150 per mr.n per day, with indi- 
cations for doing still better. Wo were 
four men in camp and did not meet with 
a living soul, white or Indian, since we 
left the Yukon in ISOti. 

After fixing up a log house, two of b 
lip.d to go down the river for supplies. 
Wo took about $2,500 in gold dust with 
ue, intendinir to buy as much as we 
could and whatever wo could, so we 
would be enabled to work our ground for 
all it is worth for a couple of years. Wo 
opened our eyes wide when we got to 
Dawson anil heard about the rich strike 
in the Klondyke; but as we have, may- 
be, just as ^ood ft pay streak on our 
ground, we did not wish to bcate any 
bench claim or buy an interest in a 
claim already located, or work on a lay 
or percentage, which we could have 
done. We were terribly disappointed 
by not being able to buy sullicioiit sup- 
plies to last all four of ua for at least n 
year, because the storekeepers had al- 
ready BO many contracta ahead for the 
better class of canned goods that we 
would have had to wait till the middle 
or end of .September, and then wu were 
not sure we would get what we wanted. 
Wo got only 3.50 pounds of flour, at $80 
per 100 iinunds; 200 pounds of beans, at 
$!)5 per 100 pounds; 100 pounds of rice, 
at $100 per 100; 25 pounds of sugar, at 
Ifl.oO per pound ; 20 pounds of tea, for 
per pound ; 100 pounds of bscon, lor 
75 cents a pound, and a little ginger 
and pills for medicine and 25po!]ndB of 
Bait for 50 cents a poand. Wo had, as 
you see, to pay pretty BtifT prices for 
these goods, and had to give a liberal 
tip to the storekeeper aa a bribe besidea, 
or we would have got nothing. Wo 
would have willingly given $5 for every 
pound of chocolate we could gut, but 
there was none. We would have given 
^50 for a mosijuito bar. There waa 
plenty of whisky, but as v.'e had no use 
whatever for the stulF, and had done 
without it for a year and a half, conclud- 
ed we would not buy a drop. Besides, 
the price was $C0 per gallon. 

The Yukon country is a good country 
to break whisky guzzlers from the habit. 
Women who have drinking husbands 
are advised to send them to the Yukon 
— they (juit when they cannot get a drop 
for a year or two. We blame the trad- 
ing companies for shipping so much 
whisky into the country inbtea<l of food. 

There are millioiJH in it for half a dozen 
trading compmiies that are willing to 
[)ut up the nnUi clutB of goods in the 
right shape for the Yukon, and bring in 
a fciillicieiit Hiijiply. We are ready and 
williim to give any information desired 
on that bul:j^!<;t to any company wi.iliiiig 
to enter tliln li^ld i;e.xt 3-ear. We lui'^w 
what a irii-.n \vn n(s, and in what shape 
lie wants it. Ii'mI piiy the jioor fellows 
from oui lyuiu il i.^-l rids who will reach 
the tia.nisL' |,ii^"H bile in the seasuii with 
their bih'kski.'i baiis full of gold and will 
find notliing to buy with it. 

We made our way back up the Yukon 
and the 8 owart very slowly, polintj li.e 
boat all the way. Our partners were 
till! most Burpriat'd people when wo told 
them the news, but ditl a good deal of 
cussing i'.n<! swearing v,-li(-a they .law 
wo brought only barely iirovisioiie 
eiiougti for two men for o'le seaeoii and 
t:anned vegotalilea at all. We had to 
do honiething. We made four iili[m of 
pa|ier, maikeil a (:n)t--H on tw o of them , 
foli'ed them up, piil llieiu in a covered 
hat anil tho two of tia drawing the 
marked elip.'j liail to i|uit ciimp, and got 
a chaucd to go back to civilization, 
promising to l>n back aa early as pos- 
.-iiblo with a full load of eupplie.s in 1898. 
We left the Upper Stewart on the loth

of August, reached the Yukon on the 
22nd, and came up the Yukon, Lewis 
river and the lakes in twenty-two days. 
We had to pull our boat all the way 
with a rope. We met hundreds of boats' 
bound for the IClondyke, Borne tou^h 
women, some children, sonie parties 
with good outfits, some with poor out- 
fits, some with no outfits at all, the last- 
named class in tho majority. I asked 
some why they did not bring provisions 
enough, furs and good, substantial 
clothing, fur sleeping bags, etc., etc. 
They lauched at me, and told mo they 
had sold their outlita at Dyea and 
Skagway because unable to get them 
over the passes. I wonder what all 
these people, most of whom were totally 
unfit for hard work, speculatora, 
gamblers, women, doctors, lawyers, 
second-hand actors, capitalists, are go- 
ing to do in the Klondyke* 

We do not need any capitalistp; wo 
have capital enough — dig all the capital 
we want out of the ground. Bring us 
only grub, plenty of good, substantial 
grub; grub put up so it will not spoil, as 
part of ours did. The bacon is too salty 
and not smoked enough. For eight 
raontlis in the year chiinka of ice and 
snow have to bo melted for water over 
the stove, and to soak bacon and beans 
in water over night don't go. It is im- 
practicable to use yeast cakes for making 
bread, the stuff is froz;en solid before you 
kuow it, and it takes too much time any- 
how — so it is flapjacks 10115 times in the 
year. We did not have any salt for two 
months, but a person can get along with- 
out a good many things. The tea leaves 
Irom breakfast are boiled over for lunch 
and supper. I'.verything has to be spun 
out as long aa possible. There will be 
untold misery and starvation throughout 
tlie Yukon country next winter because 
uio.4t of the crazy people rushing in now 
^vill not be able to get out again till May 
or June next, and they are without suf- 
ficient food, clothing or shelter. 

The Y'ukon country ia a hard, cruel 
country in summer on account of rain 
and swampa, gnats and inosiiuitoea, but 
more so in winter in tho long nights 
without light, because thoeandlen soon 
give out, witliout reading matter, etc. 

Now before 1 close, let me write a few 
lines aliout outlits. I have seen so 
many people with outfits put up at 
Seattle that lean truly say what a Se- 
attle merchant doesn't know about fit 
ting out a man for the Yukon would fill 
a book. How could he have this know- 
ledge, having never fitted out men for 
tbo Arctic before? The Seattle supplies 
are mostly put \\\'> in unliaudy packages 
bo.xes, etc., and cannot bo carried on a 
man's liack for any diatance without re- 
packing. They are very poorly protect 
ed from tho wet and rain. All goods are 
bound to get wet sometitiies during the 
trip, the sugar will run opt of the sacks, 
the salt ditto, the bacon, will get soaky 
and mouldy. The sooner a man cuts 
loose from 'soap and toothbrushes and 
fancy pocket coinba and frills and dain- 
ties, the better he ia off in the Y'ukon 

I see men here now daily returning 
from Cbilcoot Pass, whore they lost 
heart. A good man is able to make 
enough money in two years in the 
Y'ukon to last him for the rest of his life, 
by hard work and by savins: his money 

We would like to aee about eight or 
ten good men who can outfit themselves 
for two years eo in with ua next sprin 
about the 1st of March. We will give 
them all the information needed about 
outlits, etc., if they will write to us and

TUfiKEY AND GKEECE. 

The Peace Far From Conchuleil and the Su! 
tan Preparing for More Trouble. 

London', Nov. 15. — The correspondent 
of the Times at Vienna says : " The final 
treaty uf peace between Turkey and 
Greece has not yet been signed and the 
negotiations between the powers in re- 
spect to autonomy for Crete have hardly 
emerged from tho initial stage, when al- 
ready tlioro are disiiuieting Bymj)toms in 
the Balkans. The relations between 
IJulgaria and tbo Porte are strained. Tlio 
■Sultan is preparing for all oventualiiies 
and 100,000 troops are on the liiilgarian 
frontier, armed with Mausers and amply 
provided with horses and guns. Servia, 
of course, will be implicated in any com- 
plications in connection with Macedonia, 
while recent accounts from Albania re- 
port signs of growing unrest. On the 
whole the outlook in the East is in no 
wise reassuring."

THE HIGHLANDERS' CHARGE. 

Feat of Bravery by Which They Turned 
the Tide of War at Dargai Ridge. 

Lo.NDo.N, Nov, 15. — The newspapers of 
this city have jugt received graphic de- 
tails by mail of the capture of Dargai 
ridge by the Gordon Highlanders on 
October 20, during which the regiment 
exhibited marked dasli and courage. 

Aftf>r tho fighting on Monday, October 
II), between a column of British troops 
commanded by General Sir Yeatman 
Bigi;s and tribesmen from Chagru, on 
Satuaaa ridge, the British retired on 
Shin ware, and t he enemy, greatly rein- 
forced, reoi'cu])ied Dargia ridge. On the 
Wednesday following General Biggs sent 
a division to dislodge tho tribesmen. 
Their position was a very strong one. 
The enemy occupied the summit of a 
precipitous bill. The top of this hill 
could be reached only by a single path, 
along which the attacking force, at first 
consisting of the Ghurka Eegiment, 
Derbyshire Kegiment and the Dorset- 
shire Reeiment, were obliged to climb in 
Indian file, wliilo three batteries of 
artillery shelled the ontrenchmcutH of 
the liillinou. 

Dargai ridge, from the direction of the 
assault, presents a frontal of about a 
mile on tlio left end, which is rock for 
two hundred yards. In spite of the dif- 
ficulties of the ascent, tho movements of 
tho troopH were fairly well covered, ex- 
cept in the cases of small valleys one 
hundred and fifty yards wide half way 
up the ridge, and exposed to a direct fire 
from the clifhnen. When tho Cihurkas 
reached the summit, tho top of the cliffs 
burst out into fiame, for a thousand 
tribesmen had reserved the fire of their 
rifles until that moment. Though 
decimated the little Daountaineere 
struggled across the dip aud reached the 
shelter of the rocks, when, led by their 
ollicere, they made a dash for the cover 
on tho clill'sido, but the others could not 
follow, and tbo enemy, with true mili- 
tary instinct, reserved their fire. 

Though the rernainderof the (.iliurkas, 
Derbyshire and Somorsotshires appeared 
on the fringe of tho dip, yet a step into 
the fire zone meant death ; but the Dor- 
setshires again tried to advance to the 
support"! the Gliurkas. Thirteen men 
struggled into the open space, only to 
drop before the other side could be 
reached. Already the little dip waa 
strewn with corpses, and so blood- 
thirsty were the enemy that the wounded 
men had but to move their limbs to be- 
come the taruet for a dozen marksmen. 
An oaicer holiographeddown to the main 
body of British troops that the passage 
could not bo made. 

At this juncture G .noral Kempsler or- 
dered tbo Gordon llighlandera to the 
front. It was then 1 o'clock in tho after- 
noon and over four hundred men had al- 
ready fallen. The enemy were alioiitiiig 
defiance and wavins; their standards, 
confident that their position ivat impivL'- 
liable, and certain of success, lliii the 
Goriiou Iligblaiidera had to be reekuni d 
with. Rapidly forming bis brave men, 
anil after his now hiatoi ic speech : ".Men 
of tho (iordon Highlanders, our general 
says that position must he taken at all 
coats ; the Gordon Highlanders will talcu 
it," Col. Mathias, the commanding oili- 
cor dashed out at the head of his regi- 
ment. In a moment they were across, 
carryinL '.'very one with them in tlioir 
onrush, .-itoruiing tiie ridge with a resolu- 
tion thai waa resistless and beating down 
all o|ii)r;sition. 

Wlu-nCol. Mathias ir-tve the order to 
advance the ' f iglilaniierH foUowed, strik- 
ing up" Coel; of the Xorth." With a 
shont the leading company of 
kilted men dinh-'il into the lire zine. 
A r-ljeam of lead nw(!pl over, throiigli 
and past them, the bullets clinriiing u|i 
a dust which half hid the rutliing men. 
Piper Findlater waa among tiie first to 
show the way across the deadly strip, 
and when, after traversing but a few 
yards, he was laid low by a shot throuv:h 
both legs, he managed to proji liinifelf 
upauainst the bould(>ra and couiiinied 
with unabated energy the alirriny music 
of bis i^ipes. 

The men kept ]MUiriiig into the pass- 
age and the leaders struggled across to 
tbo cover. Then there waa a lull, and 
as one paper remarks, "One had time to 
see bow cruell had been the struggle." 
Then the enemy, seeing tho barrier 
swept away, loft their loopboloa and rock 
barriers and fled precipitately down the 
elopus without waiting for the line of 
cold steel, which was then nearly on the 
crest of tbo ridge. 

Piper Findlater has been recommended 
for tho Victoria Cross. 

Cajjt. Robinson, of the Ghurkaa, acted 
with tho greatest gallantry. After lead- 
ing his men across the (Ire zone to the 
cover and finding the force there insuffi- 
ciyiit, lie returned over the death trap 
alono, and was mortally wounded while 
leading the second rush of the Ghurkas 
to support the first body of that regi- 
ment.
